WASHINGTON — From a liquor 


standpoint this country is turning into 
a legislative Balkans.

It all started with the 21st amend- 


ment to the Constitution which pro- j 
vidcs, as a protection to the dry states; I 
that no liquor could be imported into j 
a date in violation of its laws. That | 
sounded just fine to all concerned j 
until California (thefc native sons are' 
enterprising) enacted a law imposing i 
a $500 tax
